NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


The Blaine investigation continued yester­ 
day. Nothing was adduced, and an adjourn­ 
ment was had till to-day. 
Edward F. Beale has been nominated as 
Minister to Austria. 
The Illinois Republican State Convention 
was called to order by Hon. C. B. F&rwell, at 
noon. About six hundred delegates were 
present. General Gronbautn was chosen 
temporary Chairman. After the appoint­ 
ment of Committees the Convention ad­ 
journed until 2 P. it. 
Three millions of gold were shipped from 
New York to Europe yesterday. 
The steamer Senator will arrive to-day at 
Santa Monica. 
A San Francisco dispatch states that the al­ 
leged discovery of a gold bearing quartz 
ledge on Bernal Heights and the location of 
a claim by Victor Rassayre, seem entitled to 
some degree of credence. He says he has 
traced a large ledge, about forty-five feet in 
width, for two miles, and a smaller one for 
nearly four miles. He has a number of spec­ 
imens from the croppings that show $185 per 
ton.The resignation of Minister Orth has been 
accepted. The four most prominent persons 
named as his successor are ex-Governor 
Ward of New Jersey, ex-Representatlve Kel­ 
logg of Connecticut, Alex Boorman of New 
York,aud Mr l“o-t, the pi esent Consul Gener­ 
al at Vienna. The appointment will be made 
this week. 
A Washington dispatch states that the 
Committee on Ways and Means will to-day 
hear the arguments of Counsel for the vari­ 
ous parties Interested in the investigation of 
the Alaska Fur Heal islands. Jere Black ap­ 
pears for Louis Goldstone of San krancisco1 
who claims that he is entitled to the award 
of the lease, Instead of the Alaska Seal Fur 
Commercial Company. 
In the U. S. Seuate yesterday, Conkling, 
from the Committee on Foreign Relations, 
reported, with amendments, the House Joint 
resolution suggesting the interposition of the 
United Stales to secure the release of E. O. 
Condon, now confined In an English prison. 
A Washington dispatch siat.s that Fiper 
yesterday offered an amendment providing 
for the reten lion of the navy yards at 
Brooklyn, Mare Island, Kittery,Charlestown, 
Pensacola, Norfolk and League Island for 
general purposes, and the yard at Washing­ 
ton for mauuiactuiing purposi-s only, r.nd re­ 
taining New London as a naval station. 
The New Jersey Democrats have pledged 
the delegates to give Parker their vote at St. 
Louis.

The Root of the Matter. 
There is a prodigious amount of la­ 
bor manifested by the Republican or­ 
gans in tbe effort to apologize for or 
cover up the rascalities of their offi­ 
cials and to deny when the white­ 
washing process fails. The New \ Totk 
Nation in callingfor reform asks what 
our civil service should be? and fur­ 
ther “what is it that hinders this most 
desirable consummation? Simply the 
usurpation by the legislative branch 
of the Govesnment of the Executive 
power of making appointments to of­ 
fices, and the use of the power thus 
usurped to further tbe selfish aims of 
individuals in tbe almost total disre­ 
gard of the public iuterest. Tbe usur­ 
pation is, in fact, so great aud far 
reaching in its consequences that it 
has affected a change in the standard 
of the Government. The President’ 
as he now exists,Is no longer the Pres­ 
ident provided for by the Constitution; 
the legislature is no longer the legisla­ 
ture provided for by the Constitution.” 
Iu replying to such propositions it is 
not necessary to enter into a very 
lengthy discourse on political econo­ 
my, and the argument of our contem­ 
porary can he answered in a very few 
words. We do not appreciate that the 
legislative branch of the Government 
has iu the slightest degree over­ 
stepped the limits of its prerogatives. 
The very essence of the form of our 
political system lies in the fact that 
each of the tiiree branches of Govern­ 
ment, while they are co-ordinate 
aud co-operative are yet distinct; 
each is separate and independent from 
the other, iuasmuch as eacii is a cor­ 
rective of the others and each has a 
power of checking the others in cer­ 
tain degrees; and most decidedly the 
legislative department has a right to 
examine and thoroughly investigate 
the actions of the executive whenever 
as the direct representative of the peo­ 
ple it believes there is occasion for 
such a procedure. The executive pre­ 
rogative is,among other things, to see 
that the enactments of the two 
branches of Congress are legitimate­ 
ly enforced under the exposition of 
the law by the Supreme Court. No 
one, from the duysof J e f f e r s o n down 
to the present hour has ever before de­ 
nied the right of Congress to investi­ 
gate the career of the Executive or 
even the Supreme Court, under war­ 


rantable circumstances. The opposi­ 
tion of the Radical press lies in tbe 
fact that it is recognized that the ex­ 
isting state of things demands that 
the legislative branch should inaugu­ 
rate investigations with the view of 
striking at the root of the offending in 
the exercise of its legi ti mate funotions. 
Such a use of its power works no 
change in our system hut tends to re­ 
store it to its original purity and re­ 
store the primitive equilibrium. These 
are well established principles that no 
intelligent mind can fail to recognize. 
To contradict them or attempt to de­ 
ny their permanency would be a disa­ 
vowal of the very fundamental es­ 
sence of our national being. The ar­ 
guments advauced in this direction 
are too palpable iu their meaning and 
need but a presentation for their posi­ 
tive refutation. 


Religion and Politics. 


It is a matter for regret among all 
thinking men that there appears to 
be a disposition iu the coming cam­ 
paign to permit the question of re­ 
ligion to euter into the political arena. 
There is a class of people whose illog­ 
ical theories prompt them to proscribe 
on account of religious faith, and it is 
to be regretted that the party now in 
power has indicated a degree of sym ­ 
pathy with a political expression iu 
that direction. 
This element crept 
into the Republican party at the time 
Grant made his famous Des Moines 
speech, aud an encouragement has 
been given by the party to a sentiment 
that deserves the severest reprehen­ 
sión. Article I, of theameudmeuts to 
the Constitution, provides that “ Con­ 
gress shall make no law respecting au 
establishment of religion, or prohibit­ 
ing the free exercise thereof, or abridg­ 
ing the freedom of the press,” &c. 
Upon the principles herein contained 
rests the entire fabric of American in­ 
stitutions, and even our uatioual be­ 
ing. Any attempt to proscribe, re­ 
strict or direct in regard to religious 
belief is iu violation both of the rules 
of reason and the established princi­ 
ples of political economy laid down 
by the founders of our government, for 
us future guidance. Yet in the devel- 
ineuts of the poriod we can but recog­ 
nize the fact that a combination of 
men are possessed in their congrega­ 
tion an aggregated amount of human­ 
ity, aud are actuated by the same laws 
of human action as an individual. If 
a single person, by tbe fortuitous ac­ 
cident of unusual opportunity, ac­ 
quires the permission of an undue 
amount of wealth, prominence and 
authority as well as power, arbitrari­ 
ness, both of thought and action, are 
the inevitable consequences. This 
rule applies to the Republican party 
in this instance, and is a matter for 
deep regret. The amendment to the 
Constitution quoted breathes the 
spirit of liberty without which a 
Republican form of government can 
not exist. 
To violate a single 
principle therein enunciated would be 
a blow at the very being of indepen­ 
dence and manhood. Mortals are ac­ 
countable to God above for their be­ 
liefs and religious faith. 
Their con­ 
sciences are their only natural and 
logical monitors, and their faith is a 
feature ot spiritual existence that is a 
Heaven-given privilege, and Divinely 
bestowed prerogative that no man nor 
system of government has a right, 
either moral, social or political to deal 
with orquestion. UnderourConstitu- 
tion the right to think for ourselves, 
which Becomes a part of our being the 
moment our first breath is drawn, is 
protected from invasion asan ina­ 
lienable right, sacred from the. touch 
of man. Sad will be the day and mel­ 
ancholy the results when the question 
of religion enters in the management 
of our potitical arena. 
Let this, our 
most sacred privilege, be scrupulously 
guarded. 


Two more extensions of rail are 
soon to be noted on our railroad time­ 
tables: On the 29th inst. the passen­ 
ger trains will commence running to 
Keene Station, thirteen and a half 
miles this side of Caliente. This will 
shorten the stage ride between this 
city and San Francisco to less than 
eighty miles, aud will materially add 
to the ease and comfort of the travel­ 
er by the overland route. 
On or be­ 
fore the first of next month another 
twelve miles will be added beyond 
Seven Palms, giving us a continuous 
rail one hundred and tweuty-niue 
miles Eastward from this city. 
We 
note these extensions as evidences of 
progress and development in our rail­ 
road system, and a9 indications of the 
near approach of the day when Los 
Angeles will be recognized as the 
great railroad center of Southern Cal­ 
ifornia. 


A cotemporary asks very appropri­ 
ately whether the Six Chinese com­ 
panies are actiug in good faith. We 
cannot recognize their faithfulness to 
their promise: Two or three mouths 
ago they promised in respouse to pop­ 
ular sentiment emphatically express­ 
ed, to curtail if not totally cease im ­ 
migration of Mongolians to this coast. 
Still they come by swarms. 
If every 
community in the State adopts tbe 
sensible policy of the people of Los 
Angeles iu this regard the new com­ 
ers will find that they are not only 
unwelcome but that starvation stares 
them in the face. The companies evi­ 
dently have not kept their word, but 
they will soon find their occupation 
gone. 


T h e Radical journals are howling 
at tbe Democrats upon the issue that 
in the recent conflicts between the 
negroes in Louisiana and Mississippi 
the whites were wholly to blame, and 
that tbe Democracy are apologizing 


for the oectifrtflce. Tills is a charac­ 
teristic exhibition of spleen, and as 
illogical as It is silly. The entire 
blame rests with the Radicals, for the 
reason that they have attempted to 
enforce an unnatural principle which 
Omnipotence frowns upon. Amalga­ 
mation of the races never will be a 
success in the South. A commingling 
in political harmony will never be an 
accomplished fact. W ater can never 
be made to run up hill, nor will auy 
other rule of Providence be violated 
by man with impunity. 


E u r o p e a n accounts indicate with 
a great degree of certainty that there 
will be a comparative paucity of crops 
this season there, particularly in 
Great Britain. This fact will bring 
California again into prominence in a 
commercial point of view. Our fields 
are now covered with excellent crops 
of cereals, and in the Fall we will see 
the wharves of San Francisco crowded 
with ships bearing our bounty to tbe 
Old World.

The 
Second District Convention adjourned 
till September 20th. The delegates of 
the Third District (Luttrell’s) met this 
afternoon, and after a short but warm 
session adjourned till to-morrow morn­ 
ing.

S e v e n T h ir t y p . m .—The Commit­ 
tee on Permanent Organization rec­ 
ommended that the temporary officers 
be made the permanent ones, which 
was unanimously adopted.

Tbe fifth subdivision was taken up 
anti put at the head to be considered 
first, on tbe statement of a member 
that the selection of a State Central 
Committee, one of the most impor­ 
tant. actions of a convention, was gen­ 
erally left to the last moment, when 
the members were tired and anxious 
to get away, which preveuted that at­ 
tention to tbe subject its importance 
deserved. 
The fourth subdivision was then 
taken up, when Hurley, of Sonoma, 
made au amendment that two dele­ 
gates be elected by the Districts and 
four from the State at large. 
Lewis, of Tehama, opposed this, 
while Farley, of Amador, favored the 
ameudmeut. 
Senators Casserly and Hager favored 
the report of the committee, and oth­ 
ers supported Farley and Shirley. 
The debate was conducted iu quite

I promptly called the editor’s 
attention to the fact, and politely re­ 
quested a correction. My request was 
not complied with.

The El Monte Observer ut 
the 6th inst, followed suit with an ar­ 
ticle on a kindred subject, when I ad­ 
dressed the following communication 
to that journal, with a like result. 
“ To err is human,” but I think no 
true gentleman would refuse to repair 
a wrong or acknowledge a mistake, 
unintentionally committed. 
P omona, Ca l., May 2nd, 1876. 
E d. Ob se r v e r, D ear c5ik:—It is 
popularly believed that editors know 
everyihing, and some of them wish to 
keep up the delusion, but you and I 
know to the contrary; consequent y I 
was not at all surprised to see in your 
lust issue a short editorial on a subject 
with which you, evidently, were not 
very familiar. In speuking of the re­ 
duced immigration tiom Ireland, you 
follow the New Y >rk Hun, and adduce 
it as evidence of prosperity, and that 
heretofore there has been a redundan­ 
cy of population in the *• Emerald 
Isle.” This opinion is sedulously in­ 
culcated by tlie English press and by 
that portion of tlie American (so call­ 
ed) press in the English inteie»t. 
They have a purpose in this. Ireland 
is discontented, and for hundreds of 
years lius been in a state of chronic 
rebellion, which England has kept 
down only by the use of the most di­ 
abolical means, including, hanging, 
shouting, and artificial famines. Of 
course it is to the interest of England 
to have the world believe that Ireland 
is prosperous under England’s rule 
and has no reason to he discontented. 
Hence the teachings of the Sun et at. 
They do not tell however, that the 
British parliament never legislates 
for the benefit of the Irish people. 
They do not tell that, in flagrant vio­ 
lation of tlie treaty of union, Ireland 
is compelled to pay fifty million dol­ 
lars annually of interest on England’s 
national debt, for which Ireland gels 
no equivalent whatever! They do not 
tell tliat the poor Irish are compelled 
to pay annually another fifty million 
dollars ill the shape of rent to absentee 
landlords! They do not tell that the 
greatest part of the English legisla­ 
tors for Ireland consist of “ Arms 
Acts,” proclamations, and suspen­ 
sions of the habeas corpus! They do 
not tell that to this very day the peo­ 
ple by hundredsare turned out of their 
homes oil to tlie roadsides to die or 
leave their country! They do not tell 
that no more Irishmen in Ireland can 
own a gun or a pistol for the defense 
of his person or property! They do 
not tell that in Ireland under English 
rule a man can scarcely call his soul 
his own! They do not tell that all the 
Jaws are for tlie ricli and against the 
poor! They do not tell the thousands 
of facts in regard to English rule in 
Ireland that would damn the British 
government in the eyes of the civil­ 
ized world! No, it is not. to their in­ 
terest to tell these tilings. It is not to 
their interest to tell of the deserted 
seaports and silent factories made so 
by British legislation, nor of the 100,- 
000 one-room hovels in which live as 
many families, hut they point to the 
decrease of emigration and say, “ See 
how prosperous the Irish are. They 
can do better at home than elsewhere 
since the evils of over population have 
been alleviated by the vast emigra­ 
tion of tlie past quarter of a century.” 
Now as to 
OVER-POPULATION. 
M. Gustave Beaumout says Ireland 
could without difficulty feed twenty- 
five millions of people; Sir Robert 
Kane proves she could support thirty- 
five millions; and the historian, Alli­ 
son, thinks she could amply sustain 
forty millions. Iu 1845 Ireland had 
an estimated population of nine mil­ 
lions, and in six jears one-third of 
them either died of starvation or fled 
to more friendly shores. And this 
while ttiere was a vast overplus of 
provisions raised in the country! Dur­ 
ing the first year of the famine there 
was exported from Ireland to England 
overfilteen million bushels of wheat 
alone! In one single week—one ot 
the worst of the famine—there were 
shipped from tlie port of Drogheda 
1.2UÜ cows, 3,500 sheep and hogs, 16,000 
bushels of grain,500,000 pounds of meal 
and flour, etc., etc. These provisions 
were forced at the point of the bayonet 
from the starving millions! This may 
seem incredible, hut worse still, ir 
possible, the English seized upon and 
locked up in government.stores the 
food that was sent from America to 
the famishing poor, on the plea that 
it would “interfere with the laws of 
British trade!” This caused Ledru 
Rollin to exclaim, " England has 
capped the climax of human infamy 
by confiscating charity itself!” Tlie 
New York Sun and British apologists 
to the contrary notwithstanding, Ire­ 
land is neither prosperous, contented 
nor happy, and never can he so long 
as a vestige of British rule remains.

Cremation in Europe. 
The Berlin correspondent of a Bel­ 
gian Journal, the Echo du Parlement, 
says that the Urn Cremation Society 
at Dresden lias sent a circular to all 
other cremation societies in Europe, 
inviting them to send delegates to a 
congress which will be held at Dres­ 
den on the 6th and 7th of June. There 
will be one public meeting, succeeded 
by one held with closed doors, at the 
latter of which experiments will be 
made. 
It seems that tlie process of 
cremation has more partisans in Hol­ 
land than in any other country, and a 
Dutch society, the headquarters of 
which are at I’he Hague, counts no 
fewer than 1,300 members. Similar 
societies have been founded in Germa­ 
ny, at Berlin, Dresden, Hamburg, 
Bremen, Breslau, Leipsic, and Gotha, 
and the German adherents of crema­ 
tion now publish three journals to ad­ 
vocate their views: the Sanitas, edi­ 
ted at Leipsic by Prof. Belam, who 
invented the mode of incineratiou 
now practiced; the Medical Family 
Friend, published at Dresden; and the 
Correspondence for Encouraging Cre­ 
mation, which appears at Walnurg. 
Three Catholic Priests from Zurich, 
Hamburg and Milan have promised 
to attend the congress, at which dele­ 
gates from Holland, Italy, England, 
Austria, Switzerland and various oth­ 
er parts of Germany will also he pres­ 
ent. 
An effort will be made at this 
congress to bring about the formation 
of a company for providing the appa- 
tus required for effecting cremation 
with economy and despatch.
